GOVERNMENT HAS BECOME WOR- 
RIED OVER SITUATION 


Premier Rutherford is Very Anxious! $12,322,€27 or nearly 30 per 


About the Outcome, and is Using 
Every Endeavor to Make Peace— 
Offers of Compromise by Great 
Waterways Co. Not Regarded as 
Satisfactory. 


Edmonton.—The members have had 
a few duys of strenuous entertainment, 
but the political situation is quite as 
confused and chaotic as ever. The 
members have been canvassed and 
lobbyed and coaxed by the govern- 
Mien supporters and many govern- 
ment oiticials, They have been 
courted and cajoled by those opposed 
to.the government, and they are being 
laid seige to by the implement men, 
who are here in opposition to a bill 
which is being brought in by the gov- 
ernment. Altog ther it is v ry much 
of the gay li.e. 

The government has at last become 
seriously worred over the situation. 
lor some di ys it was believed that dan 

er was not near and that they would 
nave a good solid majority, so what 
was the need to worry or compromise. 
The government have either assumed 
this or believed it. The local news- 
papers have been echoing it, and the 
telegraph wires have borue that bur- 
den along. But those diys ure passed. 

The government, particularly Pre- 
mier Rutherford, is not only anxious 
but is very anxious, and is making 
every effort, even at this late date, to 
make peace. He has come to realize 
that Mr. Cushing is the strong man in 
the country and that his condemnation 
of this measure would certainly mean 
the gravest disaster to the govern- 
ment, even though it should be able 
to weather the storm at the present 
time. 4 

Close upon the reports of govern- 
ment anxiety and activity come the 
rumors of compromises offered by the 
Alberta and Great Waterways com- 
pany. It is stated on good authority 
now that the company has agreed to 
put up a bond for $1,000,000 as guar- 
antee for the completion of the road. 
This is not regirded as satisfactory, 
and if there is any settlement, the 
agreement will go much furth:r than 
that. The independents speak about 
cancellation of the contract and build- 
ing the road by the government. 
There is no suggestion of abandoning 
the road. 

There are many new facts coming 
to light all the time. One of these is 
that the road is not nearly as long as 
represented, and that the distance is 
actually less than 300 miles, instead of 
360. Despite this fact, the company is 
to get the guarantee for the 350 miles 
and get the balance after all is done, 


Coal Worth Millions 


Washington.—For a few hours the 
senate committee on territories heard 
Manager Stephen Birch of the Guggen- 
heim-Morgan Alaska syndicute reel off 
figures concerning the value of the 
coal in the Cunningham and other 
Alaska coal and copper mines that 
were calculated to cause the heads of 
the members of the committee to 
swim. Placing the tonnage in the 
Cunningham mines at fifty millions, 
he suid that the coal could p:obably 
be tuken out so as to net a profit of 
$25,000,000. This statement, taken in 
connection with the fact that the 
syndicate had agreed to pay only 
$256,000 for half the property, aroused 
much interest. 

Mr. Birch placed the probable out- 
put of the entire Byng river coal dis- 
trict, of which the Cunningham group 
is a part, at five million tons, with 
a net value of $200,000,000, and a gros3 
value of $900,000,000. 

Testifying concerning the Guggen- 
heimer-Morgan options on the Cun- 
ningham mines, r. Birch said they 
covered only a half interest, the Cun- 
ningham people retaining the rest. 
The syndicate had agreed to pay $25v,- 
000 and to furnish t:ansportation, The 
company was to be capitalized for 
$5,000,000. He estimated that it 
would cost $1.75 per ton to mine the 
coal and that it could be marketed at 
& profit of fifty cents a ton. 


Relations Sometimes Strained 

New York.—‘‘Our relations although 
uniformly friendly, have been becom- 
ing more and more complicated within 
the past few yezrs,”’ said Baron 
Yasuya Uchida, Japanese Ambassador 
to this country, speaking last night at 
a dinner given in his honor by the 
Japanese society of New York. 

“Formerly it was simply praise and 
admiration on both sides, It is not 
always so now. This is natural. It 
is too much to expect our relations 
should always remain in the unchang- 
ed pleasant vein, but whatever slight 
change may occur, I am _ convinced 
that no question can arise which by 
judicious and friendly means cannot 
te brought to a satisfactory solution.” 


Plans Wireless Station for Winnipeg

DRY FARMING REPORT 


MUCH BENEFIT HAS RESULTED 
FROM SESSIONS 


The Report of the Last International 
Gathering Just Issued Contains 
Some Interesting and Instructive 
Matter—Prominent Farmers of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta Contribute 
Reports on Dry Farming Methods. 


Spokane, Wash.—That the bonds of 
friendship between the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States were 
strengthened by the participation of 
many Canadians in the 4th dry farm- 
ing congress at Billings, Mont., in 
1909, is indicated in the official report 
of the sessions, just issued from the 
offices of John T. Burns, secretary- 
treasurer of the organization in Spo- 
kane, where the congress will meet 
the week of October 3. The report, a 
book of 300 pages, conti.ins all the 
papers and discussions of the interna- 
tional gathering, the pice matter 
being subdivided and indexed by 
titles, addresses and agricultural and 
general subjects. Among the instruc- 
tive papers presented at the congress 
and published in full are the follow- 


ing: 

“Dry Farming in Alberta,” by 
Thomas H. Woolford, Cardston, Al- 
berta. 

“Dry Farming in Southern Al- 
berta,” by W. H. Fairfield, superin- 


tendent of the experimental farm, 
Lethbridge, Alberta. 

“How Dry Farming Affects Central 
Alberta,” by D. W. Warner, Edmon- 
ton, Alberta. 

“What Good Soil Culture Has Done 
for Saskatchewan,’’ by Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, Regina, Sask. 

The province of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan are represented among the 
officials of the congress, euch prov- 
ince having an_ international vice- 
president and an international secre- 
tary, the vice-presidents being mem- 
bers of the executive committee of 
the congress, while Vice-president 
Harcourt of Alberta, is a member of 
the board of governors. 

There is in these papers a concise 
review of dry farming development 
in. the Canadian northwest, together 
with practical sugg:stions to experi- 
enced farmers as well as for the set- 
tlers, undertaking the conquest of 
the unbroken prairie under new and 
unfamiliar conditions. 

The official report, sent free to the 
members of the dry farming congress, 
is not on sale, and the only way to 
obtain a copy is to become a member 
of the organization.

MAY GET THE MINIMUM TARIFF 


Maximum Tariff Will Be Applied 
Inside of Six Weeks—Should Act 
Soon if it Wishes Favors 


Washington, D.C.—No steps have 
yet been taken by the British or Ca- 
nadian governments looking to the de- 
termination of the question of whether 
Canada, in view of her tariff treaties 
with other countrivs, is entitled to the 
minimum tariff rates of the United 
States under the Payne-Aldrich Act. 

In view of the fact, that the maxi- 
mum rates under this act will auto- 
matically be applied to Canada on 
March 3lst, only six weeks hence, un- 
lees it is shown in the meantime that 
Cunada is entitled to the lowest rates, 
the state department has sent a com- 
inunication to Ambassador Bryce, stat- 
ing insurance that this government, 
entertaining only feelings of the very 
warmest for the people of Canada, re- 
grets that no steps have been taken, 
either by Canada or Great Britain, to 
place the United States in possession 
of facts which might prove that the 
Dominion is entitled to most favorable 
rights. The British government should 
say which course it would like to pur- 
sue. The state department is willing 
to adopt any feasible suggestion as to 
procedure thet might be made, but 
owing to the short time, yet remaining 
it is thought that negotiations should 
be opened as promptly as possible. 


Roosevelt Doesn't Want to be Lionized 
Paris.—Vice-Rector Liard of the Uni- 
versity of Paris was officially advised 
that Theodore Roosevelt will reach 
Paris about April 14, but that his stay 
Ml probably not exce:d three of four 
ays.

White House.

Cost of Living on the Increase 

Ottawa.—The Labor Gazette for 
‘anuary contains the first results of 
the special inquiry which is being 
carried on by the department in refer- 
enes to the cost of living. A state- 
ment 1s given of the wholesale prices 
of animals and meats from 1890 to 
1900, wholesale prices were approxi- 
mately 48 per cent. higher than dur- 
ing the ten years’ period from 1890 to 
1900, and that compared with 1906 
they were fully 77 por cent. higher.

ASQUITH REMAINS FIRM 


PREMIER WILL WAIT TILL HE 
GETS MAJORITY 


The Demands of the Laborites and Na- 
tionalists are not Considered Very 
Seriously—The Question of the Veto 
of the House of Lords is to be Held 
in Abeyance Until the Financial 
Situation is Cleared Up. 


London.—The tension of the politi- 
cal situation has been somewhat 
slackened as after a careful weighing 
of the pros and cons the politicians 
are now less inclined to take the Labor 
and Nationulist menace at its face 
value than they have previously been. 
The demand for “guarantees” which 
the Laborites and Nationalists must 
iknow Premier Asquith cannot seek 
from the King until the prime minis- 
|ter is enabled to demonstrate by the 
actual voting in the house of com- 
mons, that he has a solid majority of 
the house ut his back, is described 
us being in the nature of a bluff. 
Premier Asquith appeurs to have met 
this bluff with a reiteration of his de- 
termiuation to clear up the financial 
situation before launching a campaign 
aguinst the veto of tne house of lords 
; and freely predicted that the extrem- 
| ists will decide at party meetings 
that they have more to gain by keep- 
ing the government in office thun pre- 
cipitating another general elec ion. 

The Journal says it has fallen t» the 
lot of the Irish party to vinuicate 
the liberties and rights of the British 
people. If there nust be a second 
election lot it come at once and with- 
out delay. In the meantime the peo- 
ple’s representatives do nut p: rt with 
control of the people’s money aud 
grievances before they supply unother 
appeal, if there must be one, but let 
there be no surrender.

Magrath Asks to Amend Land Act 

Ottawa.—Mr, C. A. Magrath intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Dominion 
lands act, which was given its first 
Feading. He explained that its object 
wes to surround the water powers of 
the western provinces with greater 
safeguards than exist at present. The 
bill proposes to fix a period of 25 
years for licenses, in the organized 
western provinces, and in the unorgan- 
jized districts licenses shall not be is- 
sued “for period eceedimg-ten years. 
The bill further provides that licenses 
‘shall not be issued without the ap- 
proval of the Lieut. Governor in coun: 
cil of the province in which the water 
powers are situated, 

Before the bill was given the first 
reading, Mr. Monk remarked that it 
yas a step in the right direction. The 
waterways and water powers section 
of the conservation commission was 
now preparing # bill very much about 
the same lines as that of Mr. Magrath.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON 


IX.—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR FEB. 27, 1910. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. vii, 13-29. 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, 
Matt. vii, 21—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Life eternal is the gift of God in 
Christ Jesus and can be obtained only 
}a8 a free gift wholly apart from any 
works or merit of ours. But He came 


to give us not merely life, but life 
abundantly (Rom. vi, 23; John x, 10). 
All who have eternal life shall enter 
the kingdom, but there may be an 
abundant entrance into the kingdom 
(John iii, 3, 5; 11 Pet. i, 10, 11). There 
muy be a saved soul and a lost life, a 
saved soul and no service to be reward- 
ed, no crowns to cast at His feet, but 
such as not His desire for His redeem- 
ed (1 Cor. iii, 11-15; II John 8; Rev. 
iv, 10).- Concerning life as the gift of 
God, Jesus Christ Himself is the way, 
and the only way, for there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must be saved (John 
xiv, 6; Acts iv, 12). While any one 
who will may enter through this 
Straight gate upon this narrow way, 
comparatively few find it because few 
are willing to acknowledge themselves 
lost and deserving of hell and, plead- 
ing uilty put all their trust in the 
precious blood of Christ. 

The gate is entirely too straight for 
any who insist upon bringing with 
them a single shred of their own 
righteousness, and the way is too nar- 
row to eu any but the Lord Him- 
self and those who are wholly His to 
walk with us in it. Let us, Lowaver, 
praise God for the words “Him that 
cometh’ and “whosoever will.” In 
Luke xiii, 24, 25, we read that a time 
will come when many will seek to 
enter in and shall not be able, but that 
time is not yet, for the door is still 
open and the Lord waits to be graci- 
ous. He has not yet risen up to shut 
the door. The false prophets are 
abounding more than ever in these 
days, concerning whom the Lord said 
long ago, “I have not sent these 
prophets, yet they ran; I have not 
spoken to them, yet they prophesied ;” 
“They are prophets of the deceit of 
their own heart” (Jer, xxiii, 21, 26). 
Those who deny supernatural birth of 
Christ or His deity or His suffering 
in the sinner’s stead or His literal re- 
surrection from the dead are not bear- 
ing messages from God, but from the 
great adversary. Yet multitudes are 
willingly deceived by the god of this 
world, who is in so many ways blind- 
td the minds of them who believe 
not. 

Many of those who deceive and are 
being decdived seem to bear a form 
of good fruit, but that cannot be good 
fruit in the sight of God which does 
not proceed from the True Vine. The 
Lord Jesus said that false Christs and 
false prophets should arise who would 
show at signs and wonders and, if 
possible, deceive the very elect (Matt. 
xxiv, 24). The Spirit through Paul 
said that Satan himself is transformed 
into an angel of light (II Cor. xi, 14). 

While it is true that God gives eter- 
nal life as a free gift to all who truly 
believe, apart from any works of ours, 
as the Spirit teaches everywhere, yet 
it is equally true that no mere word 
of mouth which is not born of the 
heart amounts to anything, and where 
there is a living faith, a faith that 
saves, there will be a life correspond. 
ing. “Not every one that saith, but 
he that doéth.” The light must shine, 
the works must be manifest, according 
to Eph. ii, 10; Tit. iii, 8, But these 
works must be works wrought by God 
through us; otherwise, however good 
they may seem to nen, they will not 
stand, According to verse 22, there 
may be teaching and casting out de- 
mons and many wonderful works, but 
all disowned of God. Note carefully 
this teacher who says, ‘‘Many will say 
to me in that day; ® * ®* then will I 
profess to them: I never knew you; 
depart from me, ye that work in- 
iquity.’’ He is the same King who will 
say to some, ‘Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels’ (xxv, 
41). He is the appointed judge of all 
mankind, to whom every one _ shall 
give account, either at His judgment 
seat for believers or at the great white 
throne a thousand years later. Jesus 
jis God, the only Saviour of sinners, 
the Great Head of the church, the 
Messiah of Israel, the King of kings 
and Lord of lords, the only one with 
whom we have to do, and with ue it 
isa question of life or death, 

Shall we hear His word and believe 
it and receive Him and live, or shall 
we turn our backs upon Him and His 
word and make lies Smr refuge and 
perish? His word is truth; He is the 
truth and the only foundation. All 
alae is a lie and from the adversary, 
but His wrath shall sweep away the 
refuge of lies (Isa, xxviii, 16, 17). We 
are either in the ark and safe from the 
coming storm or outside and under 
the wrath of God. We do not won- 
der that the people recognized an_un- 
usual power in His words, for in Him 
was fulfilled the prophecy, “I will put 
My words in His mouth, and He shall 
speak them unto them all that I shall 
jcommand Him” (Duet. xviii, 18). If 
we. are His faithful messengers and 
will speak only His message we can 
| count upon His honori'g His own 
word, even as He agsured Jeremiah 
(Jer. i, 7-9) and the apostles (Matt. x, 
20, 40) and manifested it in Stenhen 
and the others (Acts ii, 41; vi. 10; x, 
44; xiv. 1).

T remember a few summers ago, ' 
an American woman who had 
acceped an invitition to visit To- 
ronty and who, while diere, over- 
heard some critics, She was very 
indignant when relating the 
instance afterwards, and concluded 
by saying that ‘‘as far as Americans 
ure concerned they never even 
thought about Canadians,’ and 
that was almost literally true a few 
years ago. 

Now all this is changed. Not 
only are the people of. the United 
States thinking about Canadians 
with a very tolerant mind, but 
Canada is being pictured as avery 
desirable éountry. The leading 
magazines and many of the weeklies 
and daily press make a feature of 
Canadian articles, particularly in 
regard to the richness of the 
country in mineral, timber, pulp 
wood, wheat lands, «and water 
power, and of its manufacturing 
possibilities, 

Naturally under such persistent 
enlightiment, ‘the attitude of the in- 
dividual,especially if he lives near 
the border line has changed. While 
he is still somewhat puzzled as to 
our loyalty to the crown, he ix 
keenly looking us‘over, and what 
he sees has caused his naturally 
“calculating eyes’? to open wide 
with something like avarice. To 
such intelligence, a ‘trek’? offers 
the only solution. The ~ avidity 
with which such a course has been 
seized upon is shown in last year’s 
records, $90,000,000 was taken in- 
to the Canadian Northwest by 
American farmer em 8s.  Can- 
adians have viewed this trock with 
gratification, and so they should, as 
the individual is concerned, for thy 
American farmer,mekes an. excell- 
ent settler, But the movement ix 
viewed in another light on this side 
by men of finance, the men who, 
when they see a desirable thing, put 
all the machinery at their command 
and that ultimately means the 
machinery of the nation, in motion 
to acquire it.

Norfolk, Va., Feb. 13.—Are the 
words of our text true? Is it pos- 
faible that the true religion of the 
‘Bible demands nothing more of us 
than is expressed in this text? What 
about the Jewish Law? What about 
its sin-offering, its burnt-offering, its 
thank-offering? What about the ten 
commandments? What about the 
digest of those commandments ap- 
proved by our Lord Jesus, ‘Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, with all thy mind, with all 
thy being, with all thy strength; and 
thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self’? What about Church attend: 
ance? What about our responsibili- 
ties to our families? To the Church? 


To the poor? What about study of 
the Bible to know God’s will? What 
about our responsibility for the 
heathen? What about baptism and 
the Lord’s supper? 

Indirectly, dear brethren, al? the 
matters included in our questions 


and many more are included incident- 
ally in the provisions of our text. 
Sometimes a whole sermon is preach- 
ed in a few words. No one will dis- 
pute the reasonableness of the Di- 
vine requirement as stated in our 
text. Our Creator could not justly or 
with self-respect ask less than this 
of his creatures who would enjoy his 
favor. The interests of all demand 
that these principles should be re- 
sare of every creature permitted 
he enjoyment of Divine favor to the 
extent of eternal life. Whoever fails 
to come up to these conditions would 
sthus evidence his unworthiness of 
life eternal; his prolonged existence 
would merely be a prospering of sin 
and a menace to the happiness and 
righteousness of othwrs. 
ut now let us see the scope of 
this Divine requirement, whose jus- 
tice we have already acknowledged. 
We note the natural division of our 
text into three parts: 
(1) Doing justly; 
(2) Loving mercy; 
(3) Walking humbly. 
The requirement of justice in all 
* our dealings with our fellows, com- 
ends itself to every rational mind. 
L includes the whole Law of God. 
brief statement of that Law which 
had our Lord’s approval reads, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart and all thy mind, all thy 
being and all thy strength; and thou 
shalt love thy neigh!or as_ thyself. 
On these two pronositions hang all 
the Law and the Prophets. It is but 
just that we should recognize our 
Creator us first; that we should glori-~ 
fy the One who gave us our being 
ard all the blessings that come 
therewith; thnt we should be obedi- 
ent to his righteous requirements that 
make for our own happiness and 
that of others. It is also but right 
that we should recognize the rights 
of others, as we would have them 
recognize our rights. The Golden 
Rule is the barest of justice. Not a 
hair's breadth less would come with- 
in the requirements of our text, Do 


Justly. Come, then, let us reason 
ogether. How many of us do justly 
all of life’s affairs—in our rela- 


jonship to our God and to our neigh- 
bor? 

Begin at home.

Let each one criti- 
his words and his deeds toward 
his parents; toward his children; tp- 
ward his brothers; toward his sisters; 
toward husband; toward wife. Do 
we in all of our relationships of life 
treat these who are so near and 80 
dear to us according to the standards 
of justice, according to the Golden 
Rule?

If 
not, after making a beginning with 
the Lord, striving to render to him 
our homage and obedience, let us 
closely scrutinize every word, every 
act of the home life and see to what 
extent these can be improved wu 
and made more nearly just. ‘he 
majority of people, we feel sure, will 
be surprised to know how unjust they 
have been toward those who are of the

St. Paul agrees, saying, “We cannot 

do the things which we would.” The 
| Scriptures again agree and declare 
; ‘There is none righteous, no, not one. 
All have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God.” 

What shall we do? Shall we say 
‘hat because we are unable to live u 
to our own conceptions and stand- 
ards of justice we will make no at- 
tempt to do so, but abandon those 
standards entirely? God forbid. We 
are weak enough and _ imperfect 
enough as it is. To ignore our best 
ideals of justice would be to tuke off 
all the brakes and permit the down- 
ward tendencies of our depraved na- 
tures to go rapidly from bad to worse 
—to carry us further and further from 
God and the standards of character 
which he approves. We can surely 
be content to do nothing less than 
our very best to live up to our own 
ideals and to raise those ideals as 
nearly as possible to the Divine 
standard. 

Suppose we do our very best daily 
to measure up to our highest concep- 
tions of our God-given’ ideals ard 
atandards, would God accept of this 
and count us worthy of his favor and 
of eternal life? Surely not. The Law 
of the Lord is rfect. Justice is 
Justice, Not the hearer of a law, not 
the well-wishing, receives the reward, 
but the doer, the obedient! Here, 
then, we find ourselves in difficulty. 
With our hearts, our minds, we ap- 
prove God's Law and desire to be 
obedient to him, but find, as St, Paul 
says, that many things we wish to 
do we fail to accomplish; and many 
of the things we do not wish to do 
we cannot avoid. ‘We cannot do 
the things that we would.” We ap- 

rove the excellent demands of God’s 

aw. We disapprove the imperfec- 
tions of our own flesh. Like St. Paul, 
we cry out, “‘O wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from my 
dead body?’—this body that is im- 
perfect through inherited sin and 
weakness. With our minds we serve 
God’s Law and approve it; but with 
our bodies we come short. What is 
our hope? How shall we be deliver- 
ed? fan we prevail upon God to 
change the reasonable requirement 
of our text so that it shall read, What 
doth God require of me but to will 
Ty and do imperfectly? We can- 
not hope for 
Divine Law. Are we then hopeless 
as respects Divine approves and eter- 
nal life? (Romans vii, 17-24.) 

In our moment of perplexity we 
hear God’s message sepeenity nace 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” The 
message of peace is that what 
could not do for ourselves in the 
of lifting ourselves up to Divine ap- 
proval God has provided shall be 
done for us through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Our failure to keep the Law 
merks us as unworthy of eternal life, 
and worthy of the wages of sin—not 
eternal torment, but death. God in 
mercy concluded to offer us eternal 
life as a gift—because of our not ac- 
tually meriting it under his legal re- 
quirements. Thus we read, “The 
wages of sin is Ceath; but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord’ (Romans vi, 23), 
What we could not obtain legally 
under the Divine requirements Go. 
proffers to us as a gift. But the giit 
ig a conditional one as expressed in 
the words, ‘‘through Jesug Christ our 
Lord.”’ Only those who accept Jesus 
Ohrist as “the Way, the Truth, and 
the Liie,” may have God’s giit o 
esernal life. Hence it will be seen 
that it is wholly u mistake to suppoge 
that the heathen at home or abroad 
can get eternal life, the gift of God, 
in ignorance of Christ. Ail the Scrip 
tures confirm this and declare not 
only that we cannot save ourselves 
by obedience to the terms of God's 
Law, but that “there is none other 
name under heaven given among nen, 
whereby we must be sived’’—through 
faith in his name—through faith in 
his blood (Acts iv, 12). 

But how is this done justly? and, 
why does God so'limit his gift of eter. 
nal life? 

God’s Law represents himself and 
cannot change. He cunuot require less 
Uhun perfection. ‘lo do 80 would be to 
fill the Universe to all eternity with 
uepraved and imperivct beings, Gou 
has a higher plan than thia and de- 
clares, “As the heavens ure nigher 
than the eurth, so are my ways higher 
than your wuys’’ (isuiuh iv, 9). He 
exp.uins that his ultimute purpose is 
thut there shall be no imperiect crea- 
ture in all his Universe. All whose 
heurts ure loyal to him and the prin- 
ciples of his Government shall be per- 
fected, and all others shall be destroy- 
ed in the Second Death. Thus, event- 
ually, every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess to the glory of God. 
Then every creature whiich is in heav- 
en, and on the earth, and under the 
earth, shall be heard saying, Blessing, 
and honor and giory uud power be 
unto him that sitteth upon the throne, 
and unto the Lamb forever (Revela- 
tien v, 13). °

tequirements set forth in our text, 
God has provided in Jesus for the sat- 
isfaction of Divine Justice as respects 
all of the condemned race who desire 
to return to his favor. 

We agree with all the orthodox 
creeds of Christendom that only’ re 
pentance from sin and an endeavor to 
put it away from our thoughts and 
words and deeds, combined with faith 
in the Redeemer’s sacrifice and a full 
consecration of heart and life to do 
the Father’s will — nothing short of 
this attainment will gain the salvation 
which God is riow holding out to man- 
kind. To such the Apostle explains 
that the righteousness, the full de 
mands of the Law of God, his full re 
quirement, ‘‘is fulfilled in us who are 
walking not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit’ (Romans vii, 4). From 
the moment of our consecration and 
begetting of the holy Spirit God deals 
with this cluss as with sons, He trains 
them in the School of Christ, dis 
ciplining, chastening, proving them, 
testing the sincerity oi their consecra- 
tion Vows and the loyalty of their 
hearts. To those who prove faithful 
the great reward is promised—glory, 
honor, immortality joint-heirship with 
the Lord Jesus Christ in his Millen. 
nial Kingdom and its work of blessing 
all the families of the earth (Galatians 
iii, 29; Revelation iii, 21).

British Engineer Proposes to Recon 
struct Home of First Parents. 


‘fo restore the Garden of Eden 
sounds like a bold enterprise, yet a 
plun suggested by Sir William Will- 
cocks, the English engineer, who built 
the Assouan dam, makes the project 
sound biases tA feasible. It is Meso- 
potamia, “the land between the 
rivers,” Tigris and Euphrates, with 
which he is dealing, and he proposes 

j to turn the surplus waters of the 
Euphrates into the River Pishon, and 
to carry down the delta a great canal 


which would not only bring back the 
productiveness Ra several million 
acres of lund, but would guard the 
region from the overflows of the Tig- 


tis. Had Noah been a hydraulic en- 
Have Sir William adds, he might 
have saved his country as well as his 
family by constructing the Pishon 
River reservoir. But that would have 
involved heroic losses as well as 
gains. It marks a definite step in 
the world’s progress that the work 
of reconstruction should now be 
undertaken by the Turkish Govern- 
ment, which thereby demonstrates its 
real reform to broader views and 
more intelligent ambitions. 

To build this canal, which will 
double the cultivable area along the 
Euphrates, will-tuke three years and 
cost $2,000,000 or less. Supplement- 
ing it, Sir William proposes a rail- 
road from Bagdad to Damascus, cost- 
ing $11,000,000, which would open the 
way to the Mediterranean, the natur- 
al commercial outlet of Mesopotamia.

INDIAN BOMB PLOT. 


Four of the Leading Conspirators 
Ordered to Be Transported. 


The Calcutta High Court has given 
its verdict in the Alipore bomb coii- 
Spirucy case. It has sentenced four 
jof the leading conspirators to trans- 
\portation tor life, including Borem. 
brother of Arabindo Ghose, and Ham 
Chandra Dutt, who went to Paris to 
study bomb-making, und has been de- 
scribed as the most sinister figure in 
the conspiracy. 

The court held that the police had 
no sanction from the Government to 
rosecute under Section 121 of the 
Penal Code, but that otherwise the 
case was perfectly genuine, and that 
the conspiracy wus not a childish one. 
- One man wus acquitted. The court 
was crowded with Bengalis, and spe- 
ciul arrangements were made by the 
police in anticipation of violent 
scenes, 

The chief justice was in favor of 
the acquittal of four of the prisoners, 
but Justice Carnduff disagreed, and 
the case will accordingly have to be 
considered by a third judge. 

The incidents which gave rise to the 
trial oame to light in the summer ot 
last year. In the course of their raids 
upon supposed Anzrchist haunts the 
police visited the garden of a house

NEWFOUNDLAND IS THE PARA 
DISE OF THE HUNTER. 


lands Get Their Livelihood From 
the Pursuit of the Animal—Ameri- 
cam Sportsmen and the Fishermen 
Are His Two Greatest Enemies 
Always a Needless Slaughter.

Famous among modern nimrods is 
the caribou hunting territory of New- 
foundland, It turnishes food for 
thousands of Indians of that island 
and Labrador and sport for hundreds 

| of hardy hunters, who like nothing 
better than “roughing it” for a few 
weeks in those purts. 

The Newioundland caribou is lieht- 
er in color than his relative further 
east and north in Canada, and his 
antlers are shorter and more mas- 
sive, So numerous are these animals 
on the island that they are frequent- 
ly hunted on the barren open hills, 

Two annual dangers harass the 
caribous. In the late summer and 
fall hunters from all parts of the 
United States—of the eastern section, 
at leust—are after them with guide 
and rifle. During February and 
March the great yearly sluughter by 
fishermen i.kes place, 

At that season the fishermen find 
their stock of winter provisions run- 
ning low, while the ice king still 
holds the waters in his relentless 
clasp. Food must be had, and se 
the people turn to the caribou herds 
for fresh supplica, 

A great muny more animals than 
areyneeded are killed ut these period- 
ical slaughterings. The nearly starv- 
ed beasts are poor at best, and fre- 
quently the hunter wij}l kill one that 
is little more than skin and bones. 
These are left lying where they fall. 

Then, too, the methods of killing 
are by no means sportsmanlike, and 
hundreds of caribou escape the hunt- 
ers to die of their wounds in the for- 
ests. Firearms of the fishermen, as a 
tule, are ancient, being loaded with 
handfuls of buckshot, iron balls and 
slugs. 

Not a clever marksman at best, 
the native gets us near a herd as 
ossible, and lets tly one of these 

roadsiues at the mass. When one 
animal is killed, several others may 
be badly wounded. 

Wi-hal, the caribou is more numer- 
ous in Newfoundland than in anv ter. 
ritory of equal sise in the world. 
perhups. ‘they have over 30,000 
square miles of moss-strewn barrens 
for pasturage, woives harry them but 
little; the indians, formerly mighty 
hunters, are diminishing in numbers, 
and the climute is milder than in the 
Same latitudes on the mainland, 

Venturing into this land of game 
for the first time, the hunter will ex- 
perience trouble in finding a good 
guide. Most of the natives are fisher- 
men, knowing little and caring less 
for the art of hunting. 

Their services may be had at a 
low figure, however—a dollar a day 
and supplies being the usual charges 
—and they are useful as packhorses. 
They will carry heavy loads day by 
day without objection and endure 
hardships without a murmur. 

Before the novice starts for the 
Newioundland wilds, he should pick 
up ull the information he cun re- 
garding the habits of the game he is 
seeking. 

He may have hunted the white-tail 
deer or even the moose with success, 
but lessons learned upon those trips 
are not sufficient in the curibou 
country. 

During the sultry weather of aum- 
mer deer and moose muy be seen in 
the daytime along almost any wild 
stretch of water in New Brunswick, 
Maine or the Temagami Lake coun. 
try. hcy seek the water in order to 
cool themselves and secure protec. 
tion from the flies. 

For a similar reason, the caribou 
of Newfoundland take to the dense 
spruce thickets in hot weather, com- 
ing out at dusk to spend. much of 
the night browsing over the moss 
rocks. ‘The hunter who waits until 
after August will have a better chance 
of getting his coveted pair of fine 
antlers. 

It is almost useless in hot weather 
to attempt t’ hunt the caribou dur. 
ing the day. Many a novice hus 
learned this to his cost, after tramp. 
ing under the biazing sun for miles, 
day after day, without seeing a single 
Stag. 

So alert and wily are the animals 
that it is difficult to approuch them 
at best. A curibou can scent a man 
at almost incredible distance, and 

once he catches the scent, he is 
promptly ‘off for anoth+r locality. 
The hunter will have much _ better 
success if he patiently waits for the 
gume to approach him, 

As soon as the first ravs of the 
dawning day fling their rosy fingers 
over the horizon, the hunter must be 
off to the likely places. At sunset 
{he should take his stand where the 
signs are plentiful and await the com. 
\ling of game. During the remaining 
hours he can lounge peacefully about 
camp or go fishing. 

But even in camp the utmost pre. 
‘cautions are necessary, if one does 
not wish to clear the vicinity of 
game, If a fire is lighted, it should 
jbe a very small one, for cooking only, 
The slightest alarm or the faintest 
scent of a man will serve to send the 
animals scurrying to distant hiding 
places.
